the dard of living are reflected 
in the increasing expenditures for 
wages and service, accompanied 
by a vies a mounting average cos 
of service to the employer. The 
average cost of labor in manu- 
facturing industries rose from 
$20.71 per month in 1849 to $96.50 
in 1919. an increase of 368 per 
cent. The total wage cost in 
manufacturing industries increased 
158 per cent from 1914 to 1919 
alone. 

“The total horsepower of the 
various types of power in manu- 
facturing establishments increased 
from about 2,350,000 in 1869 to 
nearly 30,000,000 in 1919. The 
ratio of mechanical power to man 
power also has increased to a 
marked de From 13899 to 
1919, the total power used nearly 
trebled, while the number of wage 
earners increaged leas than two- 
thirds. In the last decade the total 
horsepower of electrical motors: in 
manufacturing plants rose nearly 
339 per cent. 

INCREASE IN OIL USE 

“A marked increase in the use 
of oil has taken place in the laat 
decade, the quantity of this fuel 
corisumed in manufacturing rising 
from 34,000,000 barrels in 1909 
to 92,000,000 barrels in 1819, or 
approximately 168 per cent 

“As a result of the rising price 
level due. to world wide economic 
influences, there has taken place 
an increase in the production and 
value of industrial projects in 
many industries far out of propor- 
tion to the tnarpages in the man 
power and mechanical power used. 
This is especially marked in the 
automobile, phonograph, rubber 
and petroleum industries, while in 
the woolen, beet eugar, boot and 
shoe, brick - and clay products, 
fertiliser and glass industry. pro- 
duction did not keep pace with iIn- 


crease in wage earners and power 
employed.”

Another Southland soldier has 
been given a place in the “Hall of 
Fame” as the result of courageous 
and tireless work during the World 
War, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived here yesterday from the War 
Department in Washington.

The complaint sets forth that

RESULT OF RESEARCH 
The camera so frequently men- 
tioned is the result of four years 
of post-war research and experi- 
ment.

Adviser of Los Angeles 
county, has contributed a 


timely article on the use of 
alfaifa hay fertilizer. 
Those interested in the soil, 
whatever the agricultural or 
horticultural activity they 
may be engaged in, are cog- 
nigant of the fact that Cali- 
fornia soils are being rapid- 
ly depleted of their fertility 
without adequate or satis- 
factory return in plant foods 


being made to them.’ The 
fundamental requirements 
in the way of fertilizing 


agents, for the citrus groves 
at least, seem to be decay- 
able organic materials and 
the clement nitrogen. 

As alfalfa hay will supply 
these, Mr. Hodgson believes 
that some arrangement could 
be made between alfalfa 
growers and citrus orchard- 
ists whereby the latter could 
purchase low-grade hay for 
use in their groves at a price 
that would be mutually 
agreeable. He prophesies 
that the fertilizing problems 
of the citrus growers will be 
solved in the near future 
such an agreement.

‘to this movie-struck child had she 


not been met by responsible peo- 
| ple on her arrival. 

Another example of the valuable 
aid rendered by the society comes 
to light in relating the story of 
a family consisting of mother, fa- | 
ther and seven children—a pair of | 
twins 4 months old—with no par-, 
ticular prospects and $10 
money. With much difficulty 
housekeeping rooms were secured 
for them. Learning the facts, the 
transfer company Gelivered their 
baggage free. The father was re-. 
ferred to agencies and _ individuals 
for” employment and shortly after 
hie arrival secured work. The 
babies, being ill, were placed in a 
hospital. At intervals the mother | 
also worked and in a short time 
they were able to care for them- ' 
selves in a respectable manner. 
Instead of becoming charges in the 
community they are now self-sup- | 
porting citizena. 

Then take the case of a young 
Russian gir! from Siberia who had 
lived in country for two years. 
She was wandering about the ter- 
minal seeking information when 
she was annoyed by the attentions 
of a man loitering near by. She 
sought the protection of a police- 
man, who placed her in the care 
of the Travelers’ Aid worker.

Mr. Hubbard reports that the 
| northern Pacific Céast cities took 
advantage of the announced sched- 
i vle of the new line. and when the 
| President Hayes sailed from their 
ports she took, besides passengers, 
1500 tons of general merchandise 
from Seattle, 1800 tons from San 
Francisco, 800 tons from Portiand 
and 15 tons from Los Angeles, 
the latter shipment consisting 
largely of beans, oil-well tools and 
battery parts. Mr. Hubbard’s let- 
ter reveals further: : 


LAUDS THIS PORT 

“Mr. Swayne (of Swayne & 
Hoyt.’ operating the line.) who is 
aboard, thinks Los Angeles will 
‘be the best embarkation port for 
Passenger service, and urges bet- 
ter docking service. He says Los 
Angeles commercial interests are 
too wrapped up in supplying local 
demand. It seems to me there 
ought :to be a huge business 
worked up for South America in 
dehydrated and cdnned fruits, 
canned sardines and tuna and dried 
beans, the latter comprising much 
of our tonnage.

Apart from its use as 
stucco, plastic magnesite is used 
for manufacture of tiling. fire- 
proof plaster, steam-pipe covering, 
refrigerator insulation and fire- 
proof paints. _In its dead burned 
condition it is used for refractory 
bricks and linings for high tem- 
perature furnaces. Pure calcined 
magnesite is also used for the man-

Another use for plastic magne- 
site, apparently not thoroughly 
worked out, is for fireproofing 
timber and wooden structures. The 
output of the Hoff Magnesite Com- 
pany will be sixty tons daily which 
will be increased,.to eighty tons 
in the near future.
